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THE HAPPY PRINCESS: 
PSYCHOLOGICAL PROFILE OF A PSYCHIC 


By Joan Healy 


Despite encouragement from leading parapsychologists 
(Murphy, 1966, Schmeidler, 1966); there have been few publica- 
tions which explore the developmental histories and psychological 
structure of well-known individual psychics. This paper reports 
the findings of psychological testing and a series of interviews 
with Mrs. J.M. Mrs. M has had spontaneous mediumistic experien- 
ces since childhood, and has been a professional psychic for ten 
years. She is well-known and respected, has worked with writers 
and investigators prominent in parapsychology, 1s affiliated with 
recognized organizations interested in the field, and practices 
in several larqe American cities. 


As this work was being done, there was a sense of secure 
cohesion to the history and test data. Everything hung together. 
I felt Mrs. M was being open and completely cooperative and yet 
there seemed to be something missing. She 1s $80 responslive, SO 
bright and productive, we were drowning in Successive waves of 
data, all of them forming a pattern, but one $so unusual 1t Seemed 
to need a code to decipher it. The key came near the end of the 
testing sessions, with Mrs. M's "favorite fairy tale,” and its 
as8ociations. Her own long-term memory of it was accurate, 1f

'The Happy Prince' was about a statue. I don't know 1f he was 
ever a real prince or if he started out as a statue. But 
anyway, there was a statue at the center of town, and he could 
See all of his kingdom, He could see how sad and hungry people 
were. 

ful bird--who used to be there. 

Prince that he didn't qo South in the wintertime, he stayed to 
help the Prince to take care of his people. 


The Prince had all these jewels; I guess they were in his crown. 
The bird, at the Prince's insistence, would take the Jewels out, 
one at a time, and distribute them to the very poor people who 
had nothing to eat. Finally, they'd given everything away, 
except the two Jewels in his eyes. S$o he had to give those up 
too, and the bird was $0 pained because he didn't want to do 
that. But finally he did, because it was really the Prince's 
desire. S$o he did, and the people were able to eat. And then 
the faithful little bird who refused to go South froze to death 


with the Prince. 


What was repressed in this rendition 1s as relevant as what 
was remembered. According to the original version by Oscar Wilde 
(1964), in his first encounter with the Happy Prince the swallow 
nestles down between the statue's feet. As he's drifting off to 
Sleep, he feels drops on his head and looks up, expecting to see 


rain, and 1s "filled with pity" to see tears flowing down the 
golden cheeks of the Prince. "Who are you?" he says. "I am the 
Happy Prince,” says the Statue held up as a model of contentment 
by parents trying to quiet complaining children. "Why are you 
weeping, then?" asked the swallow. "You have quite drenched me," 


The Prince tells the swallow that when he was alive "and had 
a human heart,” he didn't know what tears were. He lived in the 
palace of San Souci, "Where sorrow 1s not allowed to enter," 
playing with companions and dancing. He was "happy, if pleasure 
'be happiness.” Once he was dead, though, he was placed high 
above the city, where he could see all the misery and sorrow, and 
he learned to weep, "though my heart 1s made of lead." 


Parallels of experience run through the fairy tale and Mrs. 
M's life, especially her childhood. Her first memory, "before 
eleven months old,” 1s of being swung between her parents as the 
family walked along on their way to visit Lincoln's grave. She 
recalls a general feeling of happiness, especlally her own, as 
She was sSwung up on her father's shoulders to be carried. 


The contrast between the carefree experience of the Prince 
when he was "alive" and his later sorrow echoes in Mrs. M's life 
too. She was an extraordinarily beautiful child and 1it 1s easy 
to imagine her being greatly admired for her beauty, as the 
Prince was, both alive and as a golden, sapphlire-eyed statue. AS 
She qrew up, however, Mrs. M was told "beauty 1s as beauty does." 
She never felt or believed she was beautiful, and distrusted 
those who said $|she was. She "&saw only my blemishes," and was 
timid and $shy, although s|she believes others thought she was 
haughty. As with the Prince, her happy early childhood became 
Paradise Lost, and $she found herself in the role of protecting 
her mother aqgainst her sometimes violent alcoholic father. She 
"went to work at age 9," babysitting, was a domestic worker at 
11, and as a teenager would sometimes have to go into bars to get 
her father's chanqe so the family could eat. She remembers that 
her father would "braq about her" to his drinking companions as 
She took the change off the bar "while the bartender looked the 
other way.” She never knew she was her father's favorite until 
he told her when |she was 30. "Though my heart 1s lead, I cannot 
choose but weep," said the Prince. "More marvelous than anything 
1s the suffering of men and of women. There is no mystery $0 
great as m1lisery." 


Mrs. M also repressed the end of the Prince's story. The 
little bird refuses to qgo South, choosing to die with the Happy 
Prince, whom he has grown to love. "Goodbye, dear Prince!” he 
murmured. "Will you let me kiss your hand?” "You must kiss me 
on the lips, for I love you,” says the Prince. The swallow does, 
and the Prince's leaden heart cracks in two as his friend falls 
dead at his feet. 


The townspeople, seeing how |shabby the Prince looks without 
his Jewels and goldleaf covering, all given away, and with a dead 
bird at his feet, melt the statue down in a furnace. The broken

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lead heart, however, will not melt and 1is thrown on a dust heap, 
along with the dead swallow. 


"Bring me the two most precious things in the city," said 
God to one of His Angels; and the Anqel brought Him the leaden 
heart and the dead bird. "You have rightly chosen," said God, 
"for in my garden of Parad1ise this little bird shall sing fore- 
vermore, and in my city of gold the Happy Prince $shall praise 
me.” Paradise regained, the "real" beauty of sacrifice rewarded 
for the sacrifice of beauty, and betrayal redeemed and denied. 


Mrs. M's Card 1 responses on the Rorschach, done weeks 
before discussing the Happy Prince, bear an uncanny resemblance 
not only to the theme of the Prince's life, but to its symbols 
and Sequence as well. The first response 1s dancers, the second 
bird, the third crown. 


What 1s the origin of this reverberating theme of great hap- 
pPlness snatched away by the need for sacrifice? One clue may be 
a poignant story told by Mrs. M. She lived next to a cemetery as 
a young child and used to play there. She told her father about 
her playmate, a young qgirl buried in the cemetery, as real to her 
as a live child. Her father told her there was a difference bet- 
ween reality and imagination and that |she must never confuse the 
two. The Prince sacrificed his eyes for love; the Princess 
Sacrificed hers for the same reason. She learned to bury her 
psychic abilities and to distrust their "reality," in herself and 
others. The previous wide-open empathy, the unquestlioned use of 
feeling to "know" and experience the world gave way to "logic," 
and to a pattern of conflict she still has. An IQ of 145 allows 
for a lot of logic, and Mrs. M, fearful that "following my 
feelings would make me an airhead," overintellectualizes and 
strains for "thought," often sacrificing her extraordinary gift 
of knowing throuqh feeling. 


Ridiculed for seeing auras, told "only crazy people see 
lights around people," this sensitive child's psychic ability 
went underground. Auras dimmed, and $she learned, painfully and 
though trial and error, what had to be hidden. When s$she gave 
arithmetic answers more quickly than they could be fiqured any 
way but psychically, she got stranqe looks and felt guilty. 
Although to her "being psychic 1s the natural way to 
communicate,” as an adolescent and young adult $she was afraid 
people would think |she was schizophrenic and $she learned to con- 
ceal her paranormal knowldqe. It was only after several 
"Spiritual experiences,” including a near-death episode, that she 
"didn't care so much anymore" what people thought. The child 
whose father had forbidden her to own or use her psychic abili- 
ties and who felt that "God loved me in a way, but didn't 1in 
another way," developed into the professional psychic with 
outstanding ability. This transformation evolved during a very 
difficult and prolonged period of physical illness, during which 
She had several unsuccessful surgqical procedures to correct a 
Spinal condition. In excruciating pain, physically and emo- 
tionally, and hardly able to walk, she "would rather have died

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than wake up on any of those mornings.” She was healed, alone 
one night in a dimly lit church but suddenly bathed in glowing 
light and told to "bend your back.” Stunned, and knowing her spi- 
nal fusions prevented bending forward, she didn't move until she 
felt a gentle push on the back of her head. Then s$she did as s$she 
was told, and found $|she could move freely, and could walk without 
pain for the first time in years. After that, She was more sure 
She was loved by God, and more comfortable with her psychic abi- 
lities.

On the Revised form of the Wechsler Adult Intelligence 
Scale, Mrs. M achieved a Verbal IQ of 146, Performance IQ of 138, 
and Full Scale IQ of 145, placing her in the hiqhest classifica- 
tion of "Very Superior” (Wechsler, 1981). Although 1t was 
explained that $she was in the 99.9th percentile rank, and had 
Scores higher than 999 of a thousand others would have, She was 
Still disappointed, saying $she had attained higher scores in a 
testing session Several years ago. This gives some indication of 
the strength of her need for intellectual mastery and a sense 
that even her extremely high levels of ability and achievement 
Somehow fail to provide feelings of accomplishment or satisfac- 
tion. 


There was not much scatter 1in the subtest patterns. Her 
lowest Scaled Scores of 12, still within the 75th percentile, 
were attained on Information, Picture Arrangement, and Object 
As8sembly; the highest subtests were Vocabulary and Comprehenslon, 
on which she scored 19, with all answers correct. The maximum 
Score on Vocabulary is especially interesting in view of her 
history of difficulty with reading and writing.
